In sending Mr. Hoover to New Or- 


leans, the president has also demon- 
strated that he is not afraid to place 
Mr. Hoover .conspicuously before the 
American public in a manner likely to 
make the latter much more eligible as 


possible contender for the nomina- 


tion in 1928. Indeed, the president 
knows that Mr. Hoover is not con- 
cerning himself at all with the politics 
but is endeavoring to render a maxi- 
mum of s.ervice.

School Nurse Warns Parents 


to Keep Children from Pub- 
lic Gatherings 


Children and parents in this city 


have been urged to take precautions 
against scarlet fever by Miss Mary 
Orbison, city school nurse. Eight 
grade school children of Washington 
school are quarantined for the dis- 
ease and several of them arc serious- 
ly ill, she said. 


So far all of the cases are in the 


one ward, and they should be kept 
there, the nurse said. Every 
effort 


should be made to prevent an epi- 
demic of the disease. Parents with 
children who show symptoms of scar- 
let fever should keep them home 
and in bed or there will be more cases 
in the Fifth ward and more in the 
rest of the city, she continued. 


"Be careful about letting children 


play with others for a few weeks," 
she said, and keep them away from 
public meetings of all kinds." 


The complications associated with 


tho disease are ol so serious a nat- 
ure that every parent should feel re- 
sponsible for protecting his children 
from contracting it if :t is possible." 


When one person in a family is ill 


with- the disease all of'the others 
should be kept from school. Miw Or- 
bison said. If a parent thinks a child 
has scarlet fever, a doctor should be 
called immediately.

Fleet Corporation has at its head General 
A. C. Dnlton. who appears to have caught 
the spirit of the nation in wanting a really 
creditable merchant ship force capable of 
carrying our commerce efficiently. 
To 


quote a recent speech, of General Dalton- 
given before the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, America must answer 
the challenge to hold its high place in 
world trade by building an adequate mer- 
chant marine. He pointed out, for in- 
stance, that "without an efficient 
mer- 


chant marine no nation can maintain an 
efficient navy." 


The United States is lamentably lack- 


ing in passenger and cargo vessels. 
"It 


is essential.'' he said, "that America seri- 
ously consider at this time the building 
of a new American merchant marine of 
vessels unequalled in type and speed on 
the high seas, so that our merchant fleet 
can hold its place by sheer merit in the 
face of foreign competition on every es- 
sential trade route and prove its value as 
a national asset through the character of 
the service it can render to our people." 


General Dalton is right in all particu- 


lars. The past, with its mountainous mis- 
takes, is done. It cannot be relived, and 
although the mistakes were serious, yet 
if they have given us experience that is 
worth while, then the}' have been valu- 
able. The question still is, how to create 
a merchant marine that will be self-sup- 
porting, or that can be maintained by any 
sort of subsidy the people will approve. If 
General Dalton can point and lead the 
way, he will make a name for himself in 
American historv.

CALCIUM AND SICK HEADACIIU 


There arc about three, pounds of calcium (lime) 


in the body of a ma.n or woman, even one without 
much backbone. Prof. Henry C. Sherman, one o 
our best authorities on the chemistry. of rood am 
nutrition, believes that tho ordinary mixed diet of 
Americans and Europeans, at least among dwellers 
in cities and towns, is probably moro deficient in 
calcium than In any other chemical element. 


It Is one thing to take enough calcium (lime) in 


the form of food, water or medicine, and anothci 
thing to assimilate, utilize or metabolize the calcium 
In the disease called rickets there is some defect in 
tho metabolism or utilization of calcium, rather 
than a mere shortage of calcium In the .diet. What 
we don't know about calcium metabolism lull fil 
many books in the next few years, but we do know 
that an acdquatc supply of vitamins is cssent ial for 
the normal utilization of calcium, and spccificalb 
vitamin D. So If you want to study this branch of 
physiology—and there can be no more desirable line 
of study for a human being to follow—you should 
equip yourself with not only Sherman's "Chemistry 
of Food and Nutrition" (The Macmillan company, 
New York), but also Dr. E. V. McCollum's "Food, 
Nutrition and Health" (E. V. McCollum. Baltimore.) 


I do not urge victims of megrim (migraine, hemi- 


crania, periodic sick headache) to take cod liver oil, 
but cod liver oil Is perhaps the richest known source 
of vitamin D and I believe I should prefer a course 
of cod liver oil to a course of castor oil if I were 
subject to migraine. 


I do not advise victime of megrim to get sun- 


burned, but I have a mere theory that if I were 
subject to this neurosis I should leave off all the 
clothing the law will allow and ;rivc my skin all the 
sunlight it could stand. 
The ultraviolet influence 


contributes to the normal calcium metabolism. 


Not with malice aforethought, but just a touch of 


hat absent mindedness which we brainy men effect, 
I have forgotten who first suggested the calcium 
reatment for periodic sick headache, but it was 
some good physician. Calcium treatment has been 
employed with a fair decree of success in the treat- 
nent of hay fever, hyperesthetic rhinitis, recurrent 
hives or giant hives (angioncurotic edema), bron- 
hial or spasmodic asthma, and now in migraine. In 
he last few years I have had some extraordinary 
eports from readers who have tried this treatment 
or sick headache. Here is the latest (unfortunately

"Some time ago you told about taking cal- 


cium lactate for migraine sick headache. I have 
had migraine for years, an attack once or some- 
times twice a^week. A month agro I purchased 
some five srain tablets of calcium lactate. and 
on the warninsr of an attack I would take two 
tablets (10 grains) and twice I took three tab- 
lets (15 grains.)

grains of calcium lactate every day for a period of 
>erhaps six or eight weeks, then reserve a supply 
o take only when the aura or warning signal of an 
impending attack occurs, when it is well to take a 
airly larzre dose—15 to 30 Brains at once, with 
jlenty of water. '

Yet in that little canter of cul- 
ture and learning Emerson found 
many "personal friends, though un- 
known to him." They lived far from 
the world of culture, confined as it 
was to a narrow strip of seaboard, but 
they were in close touch with the best 
thought of their time They knew Em- 
erson, the intellectual voice of Amer- 
ica.

Easy enough today for the learned 
men in any college to honor Eme'-- 
son. In 5LS60 Emerson was still alive, 
the subject of controversy .It would 
have been very easy for the faculty 
members "and students of that little 
college to assume that there could bt 
no genuinely gr^at man in the pre- 
sent, that the great men all had lived 
in the past, I am not so sffre that in 
many a college today that attitude 
would not be taken toward a con- 
temporary Emerson. These old fel- 
lows of 1860 were amazingly -up-to- 
date and Intellectually 
progressive, 


even though they lived so near

wilderness that they could hear the 
wolves howl at night.

Chinese Civil Justice 


Interspersed With Tea 


Chinese civil justice Is often Inter- 


spersed with tea and talk. 
. 
This Is the statement of tho Rev. 


.Stephen C. Peabody, Congregational 
^nlssionary in Peking, China, In a com- 
Ekiunlcatlon received by his father, the 
Kfev. H. E. Peabody. 


Citing an example of an automobile 


accident, when a Chinese farmer was 
•struck by a car the missionary was 
drinking, the Rev. Mr. Peabody tells 
of tho llesuroly. Informal manner in 
which tho case was settled, to the sat- 
isfaction of the victim, police and driv- 
er. 


"Talking it over" was apparently 


tho general custom, and the conversa- 
tion touched on a wide range of sub- 
jects far removed from the accident 
'case. 


"A group of foreigners planned to go 


by automobile from Peking to Lan 
Tien Chiang, a village to the west of 
Peking about five or six miles" he said. 
As we were driving along the crowded 
part of Pao Fang Hutung, I saw a 
man in front of us walking in the 
same direction that we were travelling. 
I honked my horn—and without turn- 
ing around he veered oft to the side 
giving us just room to pass. 


Just as we came up to him for some 


reason he swung directly in front of 
tho car—was knocked down—and both 
wheels on the right side of the car ran 
over his leg. just below 
the 
thigh. 


There were live of us in the car. 


"We bundled out oC the car at once 


—a. crowd gathered—and I expected 
that most anything might happen. The 
poor man was evidently in intense 
pain. 
Though not 
unconscious, 
ho 


was groaning constantly. It at once 
expressed by deep concern, in the lim- 
ited Chinese that I had. I felt that 
we must at once get him to a hospital 
for there was no telling how seriously 
he was hurt. And then a most amaz- 
ing thing happened: The crowd with 
one accord began to make excuses to 
me for the man; one man said: "It 
wasn't your fault, he is a countryman 
and doesn't understand city ways." 
Another .said: "He is deaf and didn't 
hear the horn—and even if he had he 
•would not have known what 
it 


fcieant." This to a great burly foreign- 
^f—a stranger—driving a car through 
narrow streets in ways which perforce 
were a constant convenience and often 
danger to themselves and especially to 
their children. 


"At length some one remarked that 


since in his fall the man had bruised 
his head and drawn blood it was neces- 
sary to call a. policeman. I at once 
agreed, and still another man volun- 
teered to dash off to find one. In less 


than a minute they returned. I told 
tho policeman as well as I could what 
had happened, sawing that I was an- 
xious to do everything I coudl fpr the 
man as soon as possible. He asked me 
what I thought ought to be done. I 
suggested a hospital. He put it up to 
tho crowd. They concurred. For the 
sake of speed I suggested taking the 
man into our car and rushing immedi- 
ately to the Peking Medical College, 
where X-rays, etc., could be taken to 
discover how serious the matter was. 
But at this moment, a young lad spoke 
up whom I had not seen before—the 
son of the man—who very naturally 
had some aversion to having ills father 
put in the same car that had hit him. 
Also he did not like the sound of X- 
rays. So we talked it over in the most 
friendly atmosphere, and since the son 
was firm, someone suggested another 
hospital. Everyone agreed and 
the 


man was placed in a rickshaw ready 
to leave. 


"Then I told the policeman of our 


meeting at Lan Tien Chiang. I asked 
him if it would be possible for me to 
leave my card with him and while the 
man was being treated at the hospital 
to go out to our meeting—and then on 
our return in the late afternoon call at 
his headquarters.and make more dcfin- 
its arrangements. lie was evidently 
surprised at my request but smiled and 
turned to the crowd—whe entered into 
the spirit of it—explained to him the 
necessity of our being at the meeting 
just as if they were the Board of Di- 
rectors themselves. And so it was ar- 
range*. I resumed my place at the 
wheel—the crowd with tongue 
in 


cheek made themselves scarce as I got 
under way again. I called out a hur- 
ried but heartfelt "thank you" to them 
for their services, and a 'see you later" 
to the man and the policeman as they 
started for the hospital—and so off we 
went. 


"On our return I went to the local 


police office with a friend who was to 
act as my interpreter. Tea was served, 
I retold my story. 
AVe discussed the 


political situation, the common difficul- 
ty in making both ends meet, and fi- 
nally after learning that the man was 
getting.along well, we were referred 
to the chief magistrate. On arrival at 
his yamen. we were ushered into the 
reception room—tea was again served 
—the matter was again talked over. I 
further said I hoped that things could 
be arranged without reference to ex- 
traterritorial courts—from what I had 
seen already of their methods of jus- 
tice I was quite content to have it at

politically. Dr. Hume believed. 
If 


China feels that we have joined with 
the others, the imperialists which have 
had power in China for many years, 
she will become distrustful of AmerU 
ca. 
Before the Versailles treaty in 


1919. 
China felt that America was her 


best friend, today she is not sure. Dr. 
Hume said he would like to see the 
state department reduce the military
